LONDON, Eng. — With 


Mustaphu Kemal's leadership 
in the successful war with 
Greece, and the equally tri- 
umphant 
outcome 
of 
the 


Treaty of Lausanne, t h e 
Turks kne\v ten years ago 
that they had found their 
strong man- But they did not 
know how strong he was; nor 
did any other statesman or 
soldier — e x c e p t , perhaps, 
Mustapha himself. 


Arrogant, tireless, clever and deci- 


sive, without fear or superstition, he 
was also a man with a vision—a dream 
of a new Turkey, a new state, rising 
from the pastoral solitudes of old Asia 
Minor. 


Already, in 1922, he had shared n 


glimpse of that vision when he had 
boldly abolished the Sultanate, which 
had ruleir TurkcyYof centuries. This 
was the more daring because the Sul- 
tan, as were all the Sultans, had been 
Caliph of the Moslem world—a spirit- 
ual as well as temporal lord. The new 
ruler of Turkey did provide a substi- 
tute Caliph however; he had his na- 
tional osembly elect a' cousin of the 
deposed Sultan. 


Modernizes Turkey 


Finally, on October 29, 1923, Turkey 


was proclaimed a republic and Mus- 
tapha was elected its president. Now 
he was really in the saddle and ready 
to ride hard. Modernization, national- 
ization, were his ideals. Turkey must 
be made a completely laic state, he 
decided, purged of 
its 
traditional, 


blind faith in Moslem ideals. So the 
President 
abolished the Caliphate, 


kicking out the cousin of the already- 
banished Sultan. 
Deeply 
religious 


Turks were shocked, but 
Mustapha 


got with it. Later he was to hammer 
again and again at old Moslem cus- 
toms and institutions. 


He abolished the wearing of the red 


fez, and made it a criminal offense to 
persist in it. Ho broke up the power- 
ful orders of the 
dervishes, seized 


their monasteries and lands. He for- 
bade the Moslem Imans to be the 


1 teachers of Turkish youth. Hence- 


forth children from (i to 17 were to he 
educated in stale .schools organized 
alonp we.storn lines. Later he reform- 
ed and westernized 
I he Turkish Uni- 


versity 
at 
Constantinople. 
When 


Turkish professors could not be found 
worthy of the posts, he brought in 
learned men from western nations. In- 
cidentally, Germans predominate to- 
day; many of them arc brilliant Ger- 
man Jews and German liberals who 
were driven from their own country 
by Hitler. 


Next he turned his attention to the

Star's Lost Pigeon 
RacedanAirplane 


Dr. P. B. Carrigan Reports 


on Missing Homer That 


Visited Hope 


£ Dr. P. B. Carigan _made a partial 
report to The Star Friday regarding 
two recent investigations on nature 
subjects. 


The first had to do with the lost 


homing-pigeon which flew into The 
Star office October 17, with a label 
around his leg bearing the identifica- 
tion tag AU-33; A-910. The Star turn- 
ed the pigeon over to Dr. Carrigan. 


He has not yet positively identi- 


fied the bird from correspondence 
with various pigeon-fanciers, but he 
believes this is one of a flock of crack 
racing pigeons which attempted to fly 
from Chicago and Dallas to Kansas 
City in competition with airplanes. 
Flocks with a cruising speed of 65 
miles an hour were given a four-hour 
start ahead of the planes leaving Chi- 
cago and Dallas. Although the planes 
were supposed to cruise at 175 miles 
an hour, the handicap of four hours 
was too great, and pigeons and air- 
planes arrived in Kansas City at the 
same time, both on the Chicago and 
Lallas flights. 


The other investigation Dr. Carri- 


gan undertook had to do with the 
appearance in this section of mys- 
terious clouds of butterflies. He in- 
quired of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, and received a reply from 
Harold Morrison, in charge of the 
identification 
and 
classification 
of 


insects, reading in part as follows: ' 


"The butterfly mentioned in your 


letter is in all probability the so- 
called Cloudles Sulphur. The migrat- 
ing habits of this butterfly are well 
known. It occurs from New England 
to Patagonia and its migrations have 
been 
observed 
frequently 
in 
the 


Southern United States. In some of 
these migrations immense 
numbers 


are involved. The general direction 
cf flight is southeast, south, or south- 
west. The reason for these migrating 
flights are not at present understood."

in 1920 to 6.8 per cent in 1930. He 
said: 


"At 6.8 per cent, Arkansas is still 


38th in the line of states, being tied 
with Texas. At the top of the states 
is Iowa, where the percentage of il- 
literacy is under one. 


"Compared with Arkansas's 6.8 per 


cent, here are the'percentages of some 
of her neighbor states: Missouri 2,3 
Tennessee 7.2; Mississippi 13.0; Louis- 
iana 13.S; Oklahoma 29.

presents the greatest problem, and 
here some of the best advances are 
being scored. 


"Illiteracy among Arkansas whites 


declined from 4.6 per cent in 1920 to 
3.5 per cent in 1930. 


"But in the same 10-year period the 


illiteracy of negroes was reduced from 
21.8 to 16.1 per cent.

dropped from 10.4 per cent in 1920 to 
5.6 in 1930—the 5.6 per cent compar- 
ing with the state average of 6.8.

Liquor Control Must Eliminate Private Gain 


Final Chapter of the Rockefeller Survey 


Tomorrow there will be issued in book form under the 


title, "Toward Liquor Control," the complete report based 
upon, the study of liquor control, sponsored by John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and conducted by Raymond B. Fosdick 
and Albert L. Scott. Today there wan made public a gen- 
eral survey of the problem and the fundamental conclu- 
sions embodies in the report. It follows: 
The thoughtful people of this country view with legitimate 


apprehension any new attempt at liquor regulation. After a 
thirteen-year trial of national prohibition, the pendulum has 
swung violently toward toleration. The influence of this new 
attitude is bound to affect the legislation in each of the forty- 
eight states. 


But toleration, unless rigidly guard, 


ed. means the inevitable return of 
evils which those of us whose memo- 
ries run back a quarter of a century 
do not like to think of. It was only 
twenty years ago that 
the saloon, 


backed by the brewers and the dis- 
tillers, had a throttle grip on local 
and state governments alike, a grip 
which it maintained by systematic 
corruption. 


As lute as 1915 tilt organized liquor 


ti-.iffic tried to blacklist forty-nine 
American firms, including railroads 
and manufacturing concerns, which in 
the interest of efficiency had forbid- 


den their employes the use of intoxi- 
cants while on duty. 


Evils Before Prohibition 


It is scarcely an exaggeration to say 


that the liquor business, as it was 
organized 
before prohibition, stood 


for everything that decency was op- 
posed to and fought everything that 
decency desired. That there were in- 
dividuals here and there in both the 
retail and wholesale 
business who 


were respectable and socially respon- 
sible citizens must, of course, be ad- 
mitted. 


But their voices were unheai'd in 


(lie cluinor of the trade for increased 


profits. The belief that national pro- 
hibition was 'put over' by fanatical 
moralists is a common fallacy. 
In 


large measure the 18th 
Amendment 


was the final result of angry public 
reaction, accumulating over a long 
period of years, against a system which 
debauched personal character, cor- 
rupted public life and defied control. 


The younger generation, perhaps, 


has no vivid recollection of this old 
regime, but the older generation re- 
members it; and the 
warning we 


would pass to those who must handle 
the responsibility in the 
future is 


based on memories of a nation fight- 
ing for temperate standards against a 
lawles trade. 


Basil, of Conclusions 


It is because we realize so keenly 


the possibilities of abuse involved in 
the present swing toward toleration 
that we have come to the conclusion 
embodied in this report. We do not 
favor the license system, because it 
teems to us inadequate to control the 
abuses of strong alcoholic beverages. 
It does not stop the gap Irom which 
most of the evils flow. 


We arc- not impressed with the pos- 


sibilities of state-wide bone-dry pro- 
hibition, not because in theory it is 
too drastic, but because in practice it 


does not wirk. Restrictive laws whcih 
cannot be enforced achieve 
success' 


only on paper. More than that, they 
defeat their fundamental purpose. 


Our recommendation is regard to 


the liberalization of the 
control of 


light beers and wines may 
seem to 


some too extreme a concession to wet 
sentiment. 
Without this degree of 


liberalization, however, we are con- 
vinced that there is no escape from 
the bootlegger and but little hope for 
real temperance. 


On the other hand, our recommen- 


dation in regard to state control • of 
the sale of stronger alcoholic bev- 
erages may appear to some too bold 
and idealistic an experiment in gov- 
ernmental operation. 


We firmly believe, however, that 


any system of control which does not 
attack the private profit motive in 
the sale of spirits is merely touching 
the problem at its fringe. Unless we 
eliminate the incentive 
behind the 


stimulation of sale, we have not dug to 
the root of the difficulty; and the 
weeds of abuse will thrive no matter 
how we hack at the tops.

other business barometers showed less 
than ordinary seasonal advances in 
September. 


v Well, the administration is worry- 
ing again, but it's more hopeful of a 
continued good showing. 
Tens of 


thousands of workers were employed 
in the latter part of September who 
don't show in the official figures yet. 


And a considerable amount of pub- 


lic works employment is anticipated. 
Agricultural employment usually in- 
creases in early fall. Thus, possible 
losses in factory^ «mploj(fnent may be 
more than offset by gains in non- 
manufacturing industries.

a State Authority we do not wish to 
appear dogmatic or intolerant of other 
control devices that may be suggest- 
ed. In a country as large as ours, 
with so great a variety of local con- 
ditions, there is room for many types 
of experiment. 


Indeed tht forty-eight states will 


constitute a social science laboratory 
in which different ideas and meth- 
ods can be tested, and the exchange 
of cvpericnec will be infinnlcly val- 
uable for the future. 


It is perhaps unnecessary to make 


the point that no inherent virtue re- 
sides in any given type of administra. 
live mechanism. Assuming that the 
objectives of the regulatory system 
ire reasonably 
satisfactory 
to the 


ommunity, it is the men in charge of 
he machinery who determine failure 
or success. In the last analysis in- 
tegrity and 
intelligence are of far 


;reater importance than administra- 
tive device. 


At the same time it is possible to 


set up a system of control in which 
administrative 
inteligencc 
and in- 


tegrity are inll confronted at the be- 
ginning with impossible obstacles. It 
is precisely this reasoning that leads 
us lo prefer the State Authority sys- 
tem. Instead of being pitted at the 
start against a business that is IOOK- 
ing for maximum profits at any cost, 
the administrators of such a system 
could develop their policies protected 
from the hazard of an immediate and 
insidious warfare. 


Plenty if enemies would remain to 


be fought, but among them would not 
be the one that in America at least 
has upset every governmental attempt 
in a hundred years that looked toward 
temperance and moderation, i. e., a 
hungry liquor traffic with an eye only 
to larger profits. 


No System Final 


No recommendations which we or 


anyone else could make carry with 
them an element of finality. The on- 
ly service which law can vender is to 
give 
effect 
to 
the necessities and 


ideals of a given time and place, and 
necessities and ideals cannot escape 
the processes of change. 


We need to be on our guard against 


any system of control which has out- 
lived its usefulness or what no long- 
er represents the prevalent ideas and 
attitudes of 
the 
community. Our 


legal prescriptions and formulas must 
be living conceptions capable of grow- 
ing as we grow. For law is itself a 
social phenomenon and has no mean- 
ing apart from the uses and necessi- 
ties from which it spirngs. 


At the moment this country has 


turned in strong reaction against the 
restrictions of a national prohibition 
system. 
Forty-eight 
states are at- 


tempting to ;.et up a now method of 
control. In the last analysis there is 
but one fundamental rule to be fol- 
lowed—and all other rules are corol- 
laries: If the new system is not root- 
ed in what the people of each slate 
sincerely desire at this moment, it 
makes no difference how logical and 
complete it may appear as a statute—it 
cannot succeed. 


But unles we mistake the desire and 


temper of public opinion there is no 
disposition to allow the return of old 
evils. A new spirit is in the air—a 
new belief in the power of human in- 
telligence to plan a social order in the 
interests of a saner and more bal- 
anced life.

Depression Hits Turkey 


Like the rest of the world, Turkey 


las felt the depression. Her principal 
exports, tobacco, fruit, cereals, cotton, 
oils and mohair, have declined from 
10 to GO per cent in price. To offset 
this, some imports have been pro- 
libited 
altogether — notably 
manu- 


factured foodstuffs, perfumes, wines, 
shoes, furs, carpets, jewelry, toys, cot- 
;on, silk and woolen made-up goods. 
This is to keep the money in the coun- 
try and to encourage home industries 
Imports and exports have been bal- 
anced by changing customs duties 
And, 
more remarkable still, the gov- 


ernment's budget has been balanced. 


As a result of Mustapha's foreigr 


policy, Turkey's position in Asia anc 
Europe is the envy of most othc: 
countries. He has signed treaties o! 
non-aggression 
with his neighbors 


and even with his old enemies, the 
Greeks. A new friendship has sprung 
up there, culminating only a few 
weeks ago in a visit of the Greek Cab- 
inet to Angora, where a treaty was 
signed 
guaranteeing 
each 
other's 


frontiers and agreeing to act together 
in foreign policies. 


First-hand View 


Occasionally Mustapha goes about 


among the peasants like a Haroun al 
Raschid, investigating their wants and 
observing the results of his reforms. 
Once at Trebizond he heard how the 
merchants were crippled because over- 
land trade with Persia had almost 
stopped. He at once promised a good 
motor road to the Persian 
frontier. 


At Istanbul he heard everyone com- 
plaining of Russia's dumping of cheap 
goods. Mustapha clapped on a tariff 
thtat made the Russians look else- 
where for an overflow market.

He spoke at a mass meeting called 


by the Voters Protective League.' 


"If the grand jury is in earnest 


about cleaning up Washington county, 
it can return enough 
indictments 


against guilty parties in affairs covered 
by the recent state audit to keep 
them in the penitentiary for the rest 
of their lives," he declared. His ad- 
dress dealt with the report of the 
audit, recently made public by the 
comptroller's office in Little Rock. 


Glenn Douglas, Little Rock engineer, 


inspected bridge work of the''county 
in connection with the audit, he ex- 
plained. Smith said that on the 41 
bridges on which Douglas made esti- 
mates, the county had been over- 
charged three-fourths of the amount 
paid, or a total of about $30,000. This 
overcharge, he said, resulted after 
amounts paid by the county for work 
and materials had 
been 
deducted. 


These overcharges ranged, it was de- 
termined, from 100 per cent to 700 per- 
cent, Mr. Smith said. 


Detailed analyses of bridge con- 


tracts contained in the audit repor 
were dwelt on at length by the com- 
ptroller. 


Mr. Smith said also in his talk tlia 


"if any business was run as the af- 
fairs of Washington county were 
during the period covered by the 
audit, it would be bankrupt in six 
months. 
It would seem that if th 


county judge then was not busines 
man enough to investigate claims, hi 
would at least 
have 
had 
enougl
